Dublin, Monday Evening. 

On Saturday, the closing prices of Console were 944 1 
in London; they opened to-day at one eighth reduction, 
aud have continued flat and dull all the day, closing at 
941 á, or a reduction of three-eighths on Saturday's 
quotations. The only assigned cause was the anxiety 
in reference to the Budget, and the course to be taken 
by the Conservative leaders, Lord Derby having called 
a meeting of his supporters. By later intelligence, how- 
ever, we find that the state of Continental affairs is the 
principal cause ofthe decline. The Sardinian Minister 
has been recalled from Paris; Austria won 't accept any 
deviation of the Zurich Treaty, from the obligations of 
which she does not consider France released ; and the 
Vienna correspondent of the Times states, from intelli- 
gence which he has received, that a terrible storm is 

brewing in European Turkey. The above afford the 
only intelligible causes we know of for the fall in 
prices. 

Unless in exceptional cases, business in this market 
is generally limited, when prices come lower from 
London ; it was so to-day, but the tone was not bad. 
City Debentures were dealt in at last price, 89}; no 
transactions in Railway Debentures ; Banking Shares 
were in fair demand ; Bank of Ireland Stock was steady ; 
Ilibernians were dealt in at an advance, and buyers;

When, his Majesty continued, he should have realised 
reforms calculated to satisfy the populations and have 
re-established order and calm, he would hasten to make 
known to the Pope that when his Holiness should be 
disposed to return to ome he would find all the security 
he could desire, and would no longer have to encounter 
the difficulties which have so pa nfully aggravated the 
present situation. Lastly, said his Majesty, if the Pope 
should absolutely refuse to return to Kome, to reascend 
his Pontifical throne, surrounded by the institution

Tue Parishioners of Saint Thomas's meet to-day 
for the purpose of opposing the bill of a majority of 
the Corporation for imposing unlimited taxation on 
this City, under pretence of supplying water to the 
poor. Need we urge upon the Parishioners the ne- 
cessity of a large attendance ? Unhappily, in matters 
of this kind, many are too much inclined to leayveall 
action to their neigh bours, or to two or three indiwi- 
duals who have taken a prominent part in the move- 
ment. There is no possibility of disguising the fact, 
that the bill as it stands establishes a rate of eight - 
pence in the pound on the valuation of every house 
in the City for public purposes. Provision is made, 
also, for an additional rate of twopence in the pound 
for private use. Inthe mest favourable view of the 
case, then, a rate will be fixed of tenpence in the 
pound. But, besides this, another clause gives the 
Corporation power to assess a further sum, without 
which clause the banks hesitated to advance £250,000. 
If the houseowners and landlords of St. Thomas's 
Parish are content to pay this additional taxation 
over and above all the heavy rates they at present 
pay, we cando no more. Even Hercules, in the 
fable, could not aid those who would not help them- 
selves. By absenting themselves from the meeting 
to-day the Parishioners of St. Thomas's will give

Leaving aside all consideration whether the con- 
templated works can be completed for £250,000— 
supposing that our streets are to be netted by a 
meshwork of paper main pipes,“ capable of with- 
standing a pressure of 300lbs. to the square inch;

Here and there 
he comes upon open sluices and pestiferous drains, 
slowly moving their noisome contents into the stream, 


which floats upon the surface and spoils his flies, 
But there is more than this. The stream percolates 


| through a charnel-house, not of men, but of gl 


dered horses, and the people of Dublin are asked 
to pay £250,000 for the liberty of drinking water 
in which animals shot for contagious diseases have 
melted away. 

Does any one discreditthis ? We published, on 
Tuesday last, letters from Mr. Locxwoop, Surgeon 
of the 2nd Dragoons; Ronert Browne, Esq., Ranger 
of the Curragh ; Joux Atkinson, Esq., Surgeon 5th 
Lancers; ALT Lewer, Esq., Surgeon Royal Ar- 
tillery; Ronxrt Vivian, Barrack Master; Darny 
Grirrirn, Esq., Colonel Scots Greys; and Ronrar 
O'Beianr, Esq., Resident Medical Officer at New- 
bridge. Will it be imagined that these gentlemen, 
holding her Majesty's commission, and in official 
position on the spot, could be induced to give false 
testimony? Will it be said that they who daily see 
the stream, and are compelled to avoid using it, are 
actuated by hostility towards the extremely liberal 
section of the Corporation?’ Their evidence is of 
vastly greater importance than that of any well-paid 
engineer. They donot take samples from afavoured 
spot,and contrast it with a portion of water taken 
from a filthy basin neglected by the Corporation. Hf 
the testimony of men having the care of large 
bodies of troops is to be depended on, theirs is; and 
fearful, indeed, are the horrors that testimony reveals, 
They say tha’, the river at Newbridge is quite unfit 
“ for use as drinking water, it being the receptacle for 
“all the ‘mpuritiesconveyed to it by sewers from the 
“ barrceks.”” One drain carries ordure; other drains 
“the drainage from the kennel and sick horse stables.” 
»The inhabitants of Newbridge do not use the water 
‘for drinking or many domestic purposes, as numerous 
“ sewers are emptied into the river from K ileullen, 
“ Newbridge, the barracks, &c., Ac." “From the 
“immense mass of impurities that discharge them- 
“ selves into the river, it would be dangerousif used for 
“drink.” I would not allow it to be used by any 
“ofthe soldiers under my charge.” “The river 
“water at Newbridge is rery impure and very filthy, 
“and perfectly unt for human use.” “ Horses de- 


“are buried close to the river side, and make the 
“water absolutely poisonous.” Hecking, poisonous 
“sewers of the barracks, hospitals, and towns, flow 
into the river, as well as the oozings of pits of 
“putrid horses.” Need we pursue our extracts 
further ? 

This is the sort of water we are asked to convey 
to the city for the benefit of the poor, at a certain 
expense of £250,000, and, perhaps, of half a million; 
and such will be the only water procurable if the 
Corporation Bill should pass, and pass it will, for 
its promoters are active and energetic, unless the 
householders of the several parishes are equally active 
and energetic in opposing it.

Vast crates of eggs may be seen any day upon our 
quays awaiting transit to England. ‘The quantity 
exported amounts to some hundred millions a year. 
This trade also will be seriously injured by the open 
competition with the foreigner, who pays not a 
tithe of our taxes, and nothing whatever to us. 
Whiskey cannot compete with French brandy, 


we shall have to contend with coarse spirits and 
arrack, capable of being sold at “sevenpence a 
gallon” without duty. It is probable that vast 
quantities of this unwholesome spirit will be 
introduced into Ireland. We cannot see how our 
distillers can meet the competition which lies before 
them. But an injury upon our distillers is an injury 
upon our farmers.

This is not a question of tem- 
perance, for the Budget is framed expressly “ to en- 
“courage a taste for French wines and brandies;“ 
not to effect the abandonment of spirituous liquors, 
but to ruin our own farmers and distillers. 

If Mr. Gladstone's measures be carried, what a field 
of labour is opened for our police! One clause of the 
Budget enacts that wherever any edible articles are 
sold, there may also be sold French wines and beer. 
Bakers, conſcetioners, trotter and sausage sellers, will 
all be allowed to sell wine.

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ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 

A general meeting of the Academy was held yester- 

day evening, at their house, Dawson-street— 
The Rey. Dr. Toop, President, in the chatr. 

The Rev. Charles Graves, secretary of tho society, 
read the minutes of the previous meeting, which were 
confirmed, 

Dr. Robert M‘Donnell read an able paper “ On the 
Formation of Sugar and Animal Dextrine in the Ani- 
mal Economy.” 

Drs. Hayden and Lyons made some observations upon 
the paper. 

‘The Secretary moved that the paper of Dr. M'Don- 
nell be referred to the council for publication. 

Dr. Wylde seconded the motion, and said he was 
happy to observe, from the discussion which had taken 
place that evening, that the Dublin School of Medicine 
was not behindhand in grasping at ail that was going 
forth in the scientific world. 

The motion was carried, 

The Rev. Charles Graves, D.D., then came forward 
to read his paper on “ The hitherto undescribed Class 
Iie said that, looking 
to the board suspended from the gallery, the meeting 
might anticipate a mathematical paper; in this they 
should be disappointed, for it was not his intention to 
make any such communication, but one upon antiquity. 
lle designed to give an account of the class of undis- 
covered monuments, on which he believed Irish 
archeologists had not hitherto bestowed attention. In 
the course of the year 1851, he made a tour, with Lord 
Danraven, through Kerry, for the purpose of examining 
all the ogre monuments, and considering others. After 
visiting the remarkable fort called Stague Fort, 
heand Lord Dunraven were taken by a Mr. German, of 
West Cove, to examine a portion of rock situated near 
abridge. ‘This was found to have been denuded of its 
bow about nu vente ago. Its surface was covered with 
circles and dots, and a portion of the rock was bared 
and exposed to view. So much interested were they 
with this monument, that they at once obtained the 
assistance of some labourers, who, under their direction, 
commenced to remove portions of the bog, and to clear 
away turf to the depth of three or four feet. Ata very 
eonsiderable distance from this rock, they discovered 
some more circles, which proved, beyoud question, 
that these inscriptions extended over a very large 
space of the rock as yet invisible. This was the first | 
monument of the kind they saw, but upon further ex- 
amination they discovered others in a locality not far 
from Dingle, of which they made careful rubbings. 
The learned gc ntloman enumerated several other places ! 
where, he said, monuments were found which bore a 
remarkable resemblance to each other. ‘The inscrip- 
tions upon them were very shallow, not being more than 
a quarter of an inch in depth, and rudely executed, 
Models were made of these different monuments, upon 
which he for a long time had been unable even to 
form a conjecture as to what the originals repre- 
sented. He remembered to have seen sets of concentric 
circles in tombal stones, and be thought it possible from 
this that they might have been old funeral emblems, 
bat, after a varicty of suppositions, and a careful study 
of the subjects, having again consulted the drawings in 
his possession, he at length observed that these figures 
on the monuments bal a certain geometrical relation— 
that is to say, the circles upon them tended to rank 
themselves into groups of threes, in a straight line. 
From this he came to the conclusion that these in- 
scriptions must have been Intended by the ancients to 
represent groups of forts dispersed about their country. 
Applying this principle to the country, and ex- 
amininú the position of these monuments themselves, 
he found they ranged in a similarity of order with the 
position of the inscriptions. He could imagine persons 
raising the question,“ Might not this be a fortuitous ar- 
rangement.”” But it could not be so, for, by example if 
a number of peony pieces were thrown upon a 
table, it would be far from probable they would 
fall in a certain arranged order, and in a 
straight line. It was evident from this consideration 
that the arrangement which existed in the position of 
the forte about Ireland was not fortuitous, but the re- 
sult of a pre-conceived design. This rectillinear arrange- 
ment on the Boyne was of the utmost importance. They 
were aware, from old documents, of the great antiquity 
of these monuments, which were evidently the emblems 
‘of a great race gone before. Upon examining their 
interior were found tablcta which emed as if inviti 
men to inscribe some record upon them. This prov 
ta hie mind that these monuments must have originally 
been the structures of men who as yet knew not the 
use of letters ; but, whether or not, they were of vast 
antiquity, He would ncw pass to another locality of 
great interest, and where were the palaces and forts in the 
neighbourhood of Tara. The map of this place showed 
two remarkable wells and numerous collineations, Dr. 
Graves referred to several places about the country, all 
of which contained these monuments in the precise order 
he mentioned. He said there were so many of these about 
Ireland that he had no doubt they would yet be able to 
lay down the lines uniting this general collineation all 
over thecountry. They were found ranging over moun- 
tains. wells, and castles, which were the ancient rathe, or 
habitations of the old lords of the soil. Ile believed, by 
means of these lines, completely to reconstruct the an- 
Gent topography of this country. By these collinea, 
tions they would be able to fix the absolute site gf many 
important places of which they were at present 
only able to state their whereabouts, But he eves 
hoped the discovery would be taken up elsewhere, as 
well as in Ireland, and that in Wales and Scotland the 
same order in their forts and cairns would be found 
to exist. The learned gentleman alluded to other parts 
of Europe, in which he said these collineations would be 
likely to be found, and concluded amid applause, 

Sir William Hamilton made some observations upon 
the paper. 

Professor Haughton likewise addressed the meeting 
briefly, moving the reference of the communication to 
council for publication. ' 

Mr. llaucock sceonded the resolution, which was 
carried,

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CORONER'S INQUEST. 

Yesterday Dr. Kirwan, city coroner, held an inquest 
at 192, Townsend-street, on the body of Agncs Pedreschi, 
aged 51 years, the wife of an Italian artistz. 

A respectable jury having been empannelied, the 
following witnesses were examined: 

Pedreschi, sworn and examined—I am a native 
of Modena, and the husband ot the deceased ; she was 
a native of Glasgow, and married to him for 20 years ; 
had two boys in Cork, two daughters in Glasgow, and 
one in Dublin, the children of a former wife; my wife 
was long in the habit of drinking Irish whiskey, of 
which she seemed particularly fond, and was frequently 
she went to the theatre on Sat evening ; 
some previoua to one or two 
when Came out; she about half- 
past 11 o'clock; I was in bed at the time; I swear 
solemnly that no quarrel or misunderstanding took place 
between us, either on that night or yesterday: she 
remained in bed, except to get up to mix the oxalic 
acid with water, which she then drank in 
bel, and threw the teacup away; she stated she 
had taken poison, and asked for a drink of water ; 
she got it, and vomited immediately ; she did not 
not say why she drank it, but it could not possibly have 
been by mistake ; she made two or three attempts on 
her life while in Scotland; except after drinking, there 
was no aberration of intellect ; ce not imagine any 
cause for her having committed this act, for there was 
no better woman when sober. 

Peter Byrne, sworn and examined —Iam a journey- 
man to the last witness ; I knew deceased for the last 
five years; she was very tond ofa drop; she returned 
with me from the theatre last Saturday night ; she had 
two or three glasses of whiskey to my know- 
lodge ; there was no quarrel or misunderstanding 
between herself and her husband on last Satur- 
day ; saw her drink something out of the 
cup now before us, and ale then stated she had taken 
poison, and flung the cup away; she also threw the 
paper marked Oxalic Acid—Poisen” into the fire; I 
saved the portion of this paper now before us; I am 
not aware of any cause for her taking the 
poison ; the last words she said were that “ she | 
hoped God would forgive her ;"" she expired in about a 
quarter ofan hour after taking it. 

Mr. John Ray, sworn and examined—I am a 
chemist and druggist in South (Cicorge’s-street; I have 
no recollection of the decease’ having bought oxalic 
acid from me, but from the label it must have been 
bought at my establishment; any deleterious sub- 
stance sold in our house is always marked powon 

Doctor Porte r., sworn and exarnined I e\amined 
deceased carefully, and found no mark of violence what- 
ever; the lining membrane of the mouth is bleached ; 
I have no doubt whatever ber death was caused by her 
being poisoned by oxalic acid. 

The Jury then found the following verdict :—* That 
decensed came by her death in consequence of her 
having wilfully taken a considerable portion of oxalic 
acid, whilst in a state of temporary insanity from in- 
temperance.” 

Considerable excitement prevailed in the neighbour- 
hood during the day, in consequence of the unhappy 
occurrence.

A description of this cabin may be | 
necessary, in order that an opinion may be formed as to | 
the cause of what subsequentiy occurred, It is square 
built, about 14 feet in ite dimensions, and is divided into 
four compartments, The captain occupies the largest 
and best ventilated of these; the cabin-boy and mate 
have one each, and three seamen are huddled together tn 
theother. About five o'clock, as the watchman, U'Leary, 
was on duty, he heard the sound of stifled sereaming pro- 
ceed from the cabin, and on opening the door he found 
the scamen writhing in convulsions on the floor, two of 
them being over the other, ‘Thea watchman also found | 
the captain, mate, aml cabin-boy in a somewhat | 
similar condition, Immediately he despatched a 
messenger for Dr. Popham, and went himself tor Dr.

which a small number had been sent to Fagland a few 
years ago, might most advantageously be again jatro- 
duced into this country. Their fecundity was most

goat, the principal point to which he wished to draw 
attention was the advantages to be derived by crossing 
them with goats of the ordinary breed, which at 
present were of little value.

The past week has not been fertile oí events on the 
Continent of Europe, though there is no dickculty what- 
ever in foreseeing that occurrences af no slight impor- 
tance may mowentar.ly be expected, In France “silence? 
is the order of the day ; and hence no one who does not 
live in the country can decide upon the state of public 
feeling that exists amang the people. Nevertheless, it 
is known that free trade has a large number of oppon- 
ents among the in lustrious and wealthy classes sf 
range and itis also known that the priests are ac- 
tively operating on the peasant masses in favour of the 
Pope, and therefore against the Emperor. What effect 
may be produced by the joint action of both is a Ques- 
tion that time only can resolve. 

In the meauwhile, the ope is collecting as many of 
the“ scum of Germany and Sclavonia as it is pcssi- 
ble for him to procure, with the view of letting them 
loose upon the population of the revolted States, now 
known as the Amilian Provinces, but recently better 
known as “The Legation” Whoever has read the 
first part of Schiller’s famous Trilogie of Wal/ensicin— 
namely, “The Camp”-—-will have a clearer ides of 
these brigands,or “ lanzknechts,” than any mere de- 
scription can give of them. It is, as it were, an army 
recruited on the bagnios of Furope ; and the only re- 
sult that can be certainly calculated con is the indis- 
criminate plander and murder of friends and foes. A 
corps of ticket-of-leave men would actually be angels 
of mercy compared to these villains, A telegram us 
received states that a disturbance has broken out in 
Rome among certain students in consequence of a re. 
cent address of the lope but who those students are, 
or what is the object of their movement, the telegram 
leaves the public altogether im the dark.

Michael Murphy and Pat Jordan v. Edward Thomas Boland. 

In this case an issue was directed to try whether any sum 
of money is now due on foot of a certain mortgage, dated the 
9nd ef March, 1£13, made between James M‘Aulay, deceased, 
and the late Mr. James Blake. The plaintiffs in the case 
are the assignees of Mr. Denis Kelly, of the county of Galway. 
It appeared he bad purchased from the widow of M Aulev an 
assignment of the lease of the premises on which the mort- 
wage was made—namely, a small hotel in Connemara, and a 
few acres of land. The defendant is the assinee of the 
mortgage, having bought it from Mrs. Blake, the adminis- 
tratrix of the original mortgagee, which was 
for a sum of £100. The plaintiffs alleged that in the vear 
1847, the late Mr. Martin, of Ballynahiach, being indebted to 
Mr. M Aue, discharged that debt by paying off the mort- 
wage. It was paid by Mr. Martin accepting a bill for £128 
at three months. The bill was discounted by the Provincial 
Bank in Galway, and was subsequently paid by a cheque 
drawn bv Miss Martin, whose father had died in the mean- 
time. Mr. Denis Kelly, on examination, proved that he was 
present when the arrangement was made between Mr. Martin 
and Mr. Make, on the 2nd of April, 1847, for the discharge 
of the sum due on foot of the mortgage. He also swore that 
the deed of mortgage and the lease were handed to Mr. Martin; 
he further proved that an endorsement was — on the deed 
stating that the payment had been made in discharge of the 
mortgage. When the deed of mortgage was produced it was 
found that it did not contain any endorsement whatever, and 
Mr. Denis Kelly alleged that it had been erased. For the 
defence it was stated that Mr. Martin had advanced the 
money to M. Blake; and taken the mortgage as security for 
the loan, and that Mr. D. Kelly's statement of the transac- 
tion was untrue. Further, it was denied that Mr. 
Martin owed any money to Mr. M‘Auley, who was 
a tenant of his. ‘The action arose in consequence of a petition 
having been presented in the Landed Estates Court, 
by Dr. Boland, the assignee of the mortgage, from Mrs. Blake 
for a sale of the property, ‘The petition was resisted by Mr. 
Denis Kelly, on the ground that the mortgage had been dis- 
charged, and, his credit having been iunpeached, an issue was 
then directed to try whether the mortgage had been paid or 
not. The case had not concluded when the court rose.

in the conveyance, and made the owner alone the party re - 
sponsible for damage or injury on the road, A sum of 41 
was lodged in court by the defendants, on the couut fir 
detention of the groom, The allegations in the sammons and 
plaint which set forth that the borse had been detained, and 
injury was occasioned to it through default of the company, 
were traversed and denied. According to the plaintiff's 
statement, the race came off on the 17th October, end the 
horse was beaten, in consequence of having been chilled, fret- 
ted, and badly fet during his detention at Inniskea ; that the 
distance from Enniskillen to Inniskea was 55 miles; that the 
fare for the conveyance of a horse between the two places was 
17, and that 4s.

COMMON PLEAS—NISI PRIUS—Yestarnay, 
(Before the Chief Justice and a Special Jury.) 
Kempston v. Butler. 

This was an action brought by Mr. John Augustus Kempes- 
ton, late proprietor of the mourning establishment. 82 
(jrafton-street, against Mr, John Butler, architect, to te- 
cever damages which the plaintiff alleged he had sus- 
tained by the negligence of the defendant in taking down the 
adjoining house, in the months of November and December, 
1858, The summons and plaint charged the defendant with 
gross negligence, by reason of which the defendant's house 
fell, and stated that Mr. Kempston's house was entitled to 
rest on the adjoining house, 83; that the defendant having 
improperly removed that house was liable to make good the 
loss. There was aleo a charge that the defendant entered 
into the plaintiffs house, and carried away his goods, The 
defendant travereed or denied all these allegatiwns, and 
pleaded that the plaintiff's goods were incumbering his close, 
and that he was justified in removingthem. Damages were lad 
at £7,000, It appeared that the house in question, 82, Grafton- 
street, formerly belonged to Mr. James O Reilly, who carried 
on the business of ladies’ mourning outfitter for many years, 
and up to the month of March, 1858, when he sold his in- 
terest to the plaint if for £500, for the residue of a term of 
61 years, subject to an annual rent of £95. Mr. O'Reilly 
expended about £100 on the premises, The plaintiff had 
himself, it was stated, expended £100 on them shortly after 
coming into possession, and continued to carry on a lucrative 
business. The adjoining house, No. 85, up to the period of 
March, 58, was the property of a gentleman named Fergu- 
son, whe held a situation in the Four Courts, but who after- 
wards disposed of his interest to Mr. Falkner, who employed 
the defendant to take it down, and rebuild it on a more ex- 
tensive scale. The defendant proceeded to take down No. 
83 in November, 1858, but the case of the plaintiff was, that 
having neglected to prop or “shore up ' No. #2, as he was bound 
to do; that the house fell in the month of January, by which 
Mr. Kempston lost a considerable amount of property. The 


case was tried on a former occasion, but was abortive to both 
sides. 


The case has not yet concluded.

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS OWN FRIDAY. 

Princes of the Blood; Foreign Ambassadors; l'cers. 
2 and temporal; distinguished strangers from 
all lands; turbaned Mussulmans, and grave-looking l'er— 
sians; ‘Turks in Fez caps and ladies in crinolines—all 
assembled to witness with what dexterity the Agamem- 
non of finance could gild and lubricate the bitter pill 
which John Bull is to swallow at a guip. Rarely has 
the House of Commons witnessed such a scene. As 
early as ten o'clock in the morning, an eager multitude 
presented themselves for admittance at the Strangers 
Gallery, at the door of which they tarried with astonish- 
ing patience until four o'clock in the afternoon! The 
lobby of the House was filled with the friends of M.P.'s, 
anxious to get their names put upon the Speaker's list. 
The seats set aside for the peers were speedily filled, 
and among those present were his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge, the French Ambassador, the 


American Ambassador, the Belgian Ambassador, Lord 


Brougham, the Duke of Newcastle, the Karl of Derby, 
the Duke of Somerset, Lord Elgin, Earl de Grey and 
Ripon, Lord Dungannon, and a host of peers who de- 
serted their own House to witness the proceedings. 
The new Lord Taunton (late Mr. Labouchere) could 
not find a seat among his noble colleagues, and was ac- 
commodated in the left-hand gallery among the mem- 
bers. The elegant and commodious chamber built and 
designed by Sir Charles Barry for the great inquest of 
the nation was found to be too small to seat its own 
members, without making provisions for those of the 
Upper House ‘The result was that M. I“ s of all sizes, 
ages, and degrees, were squatting on the floor like 
SouthAmerican Indians,their legs extended in all sorts of 
uneasy postures, and their heads resting against a friend's 
knees or any other support that could be obtained. At 
half-past four o'clock the excitement within the Louse 
was intense—so much so that every fresh arrival caused 
a buzz to circulate through the crowded benches.
